New York is being rigidly enforced, so as to safe- 
guard the life and health of the community 
against those exterminators who do not know 
their business, nor are familiar with the products 
they use. Every fumigator and exterminator 
must pass an examination before the license board 
which is composed of Dr. A. Blanvelt, Dr. John 
Oberwager and Dr. Edward Bocker, all officials 
of the Health Department with many years ex- 
perience in public health work. The exterminator 
should know what to use ior bed bugs, roaches, 
water bugs, rats and mice. A few of the questions 
asked are as follows: ““What would you do in case 
you had an accident, such as somebody took in- 
ternally some of your poisonous material? What 
do you use against bed bugs? What do you use 
against fleas?” These questions may seem insig- 
nificant to the exterminator, nevertheless they 
are very important for the reason that many in 


realize that when one handles various products 
day in and day out for years it becomes such a 
habit that they do not sense the danger, overlook- 
ing the peril which seems to be insignificant to 
them, yet very dangerous to individuals, and espe- 
cially to children. Thus it behooves each one to 
be more alert in how they service the various 
premises, and what materials are used. The re- 
cent article in the newspapers of the fatalities 
caused by carelessness on the part of the exter- 
minator, substantiates the point we are trying to 
impress. As a general rule, these fatalities are 
caused by fly-by-night exterminators, but the 
experienced exterminator receives the blame and 
the whole industry is looked at in suspicion. So 
when we are confronted with such accidents, and 
referred to by individuals, let us impress on their 
minds to employ

Letter to the Editor 


Dear Sir: 


The writer is desirous of obtaining your opinion 
as well as the opinion of the “Log” readers re- 
garding a controversy between several extermina- 
tors and chemists which seems incapable of being 
solved to the satisfaction of certain others who 
are interested in it, and submits the following in- 
formation for all those concerned. 


Chemist A holds that it is unethical to admin- 
ister slow acting poison to rats when it is possible 
to kill them with quick-acting poison, and that the 
use of slow-acting poison could only be justified 
when it can be proved that the number of rats 
that die in inaccessible places after eating quick- 
acting poison is greater than the number of rats 
that die in inaccessible places after eating slow- 
acting poison. 


Chemist B and Exterminators A and B hold 
that the kind of poison used is a matter of little 
or no importance in ethics so long as the case in 
question calls for the destruction of rats for im- 
mediate relief. 


Exterminator C, on the other hand, holds that 
the use of poisons should be considered conditional 
in the problem of ethics, that is, slow-acting poi- 
sons should be used if preferable in cases where 
rats find no obstacles in the way of escape, and 
quick-acting poisons in cases where rats encounter 
great obstacles in the way of escape. In addition 
to this he holds that all other methods for de- 
stroying rats should also be considered condi- 
tional and that it is no crime to use fly paper for 
catching rats in cases where rats are poison-wise 
and trap-wise. He also holds that it is no crime 
to capture rats and brand them with red hot irons 
and thereafter turn them loose in buildings for 
the purpose of terrorizing and chasing away the 
poison-wise and trap-wise rats that infest them. 


Chemist B holds that conditional methods 
should be limited to poisons, guillotine traps and 
cage traps only, and that flypaper traps and 
branding irons should be eliminated on the 
grounds of unnecessary cruelty. 


Exterminator C holds that the training of rats 
to kill each other is the only true solution of the 
rat problem and that he would be as justified in 
turning trained killers and cannibals loose in rat- 
infested areas as the U. S. Government is in turn- 
ing loose the Praying Mantis on insect infested 
plantations. 


Chemist B holds that self-destruction among 
wild rats, or any other wild animals for that mat- 
ter, is an act of nature and that when two male 
rats fight to a finish over a female or when any 
others turn cannibal and fight for each other’s 
flesh in order to avert starvation, they do so be- 
cause of the conditions nature imposes on them; 
moreover, he holds that the rat pestilence is also 
a condition imposed on man by nature and that 
man should not meet this condition like a rat, but 
contend with it in an ethical manner and not em- 
ploy methods of torture to accelerate his victory 
over it. 


Exterminator C in his final rebuttal holds that 
the conditions of nature, whether moral, immoral 
or unmoral, as far as the lower animals are con- 
cerned, is not the problem in question, but that 
the real problem is only one which concerns the 
human animal or humun ape whom nature has 
crowned as the King of all the lower animals. It 
therefore follows, he says, that the status of the 
human animal is much different than the status 
of the lower animal, and that this status auto- 
matically vests him with the power to select any 
method he < es fit that will accelerate his victory 
over the love: animal in his struggle for existencc. 
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He cites the experiments of research workers of 
the Rockefeller Institute, Columbia University, 
and many other institutions throughout the coun- 
try where thousands upon thousands of rats, rab- 
bits, guinea pigs, dogs, cats and numerous other 
species of animals are sacrificed for purposes little 
understood by the layman, and tells us that these 
experiments call for various kinds of vivisections, 
transplantations, innoculations, and even starva- 
tion, and that the very people who benefit by 
them are the ones who condemn them on the 
ground of cruelty. He then asks, “Can we really 
find anything in these experiments that can be 
justly condemned as cruel when we view their 
objectives in the crossing lights of science, phil- 
osophy and humanitarianism?’” And goes so far 
as to add that even when human beings are in- 
cluded in these experiments the same holds true. 
The law of balance in logic, ethics or nature, or 
if you would have it, of life, he concludes, as the 
true scholar sees it, resolves itself into a mathe- 
matical standard which ever proclaims in a voice 
of steel that no amount of sacrifice or taxation is 
too great for any number as long as it promotes 
the greatest good for the greatest number.

These questions are very interesting and should 
be to all our fellowmen who have to deal with 
rodents. In fact, these controvertible opinions, if 
we should call them such, are very important for 
all to know. Of course everyone specializing in 
this particular branch of work would view it from 
a different standpoint. This depends from the 
personal results obtained. These are very fine 
points to be considered. We trust that what we 
express as our opinion will not cause some to feel 
that what we say is absolutely correct. Mr. Max- 
field Riepp in his letter requested us to express 
our opinion. We shall endeavor to relate our per- 
sonal experiences with rodents. We must remem- 
ber and realize that rats are the wisest and 
shrewdest animals that we have to cope with. 
‘these pests are mankind’s greatest enemies. So 
in regard to administering slow-acting poison to 
rats we find it is not best for the reason that 
when rodents nibble on a bait mixed with slow 


poison they frequently recuperate and then the 
only alternative is to use a gun as a last resort 
or fumigate. Usually slow-acting poisons are mild 
poisons. Rats are not always hungry. They are 
always nibbling, not because they are hungry but 
because it is their nature to nibble on anything 
they find, so if they should nibble on a mild poi- 
soned bait you could not expect good results. By 
using a more rigid poison we find that better re- 
sults are obtained. On the other hand it is true 
that when one uses a slow, active poison the rats 
are more apt to find a place to get out and die 
elsewhere and save many tenants in buildings and 
apartment houses from noticing any odor. Re- 
gardless of claims of various poisons, rats may die 
anywhere after taking poison. As far as the im- 
portance in ethics of what poison one uses it is not 
for anyone to determine because some obtain bet- 
ter results than others. This depends on the con- 
dition of the premises and the location, also the 
class of business, whether it is a bakery, grocery 
store, packing plant or an apartment building. One 
would obtain better results in a bakery or apart- 
ment house than in a packing plant or a grocery 
store. When it comes to obtaining the best results 
in ridding premises of rats, we agree with Chemist 
B and Exterminators A and B. We consider the 
use of a red hot iron on rats inhuman end not 
humane. Although we realize that mankind is 
continuously waging warfare against such pests, 
the use of a branding iron that will cause agoniz- 
ing pain is needless, especially where other hu- 
mane methods can be adopted. To illustrate our 
point we shall take a maniac who is absolutely 
dangerous and a menace to the public — should 
such a person escape from confinement would it 
be humane to afflict him with severe pains in or- 
der to quiet him? You would undoubtedly say no. 
We must be humane although we are permitted to 
destroy pests when humane methods are adapt- 
able. In the training of rats to destroy each other 
the only comment we have to make is that if it 
is the best means of ridding the premises of these 
pests we see no objections. Exterminator C’s ar- 
gument is not so easy to overlook, as there is some 
food for thought. No doubt what is true in one 
case holds true in the other. We must again call 
your attention to that of what we have expressed 
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as our opinion may not be in harmony with others. 
Everyone has a right to express his views on this 
matter. We greatly appreciate Mr. Riepp’s item, 
and in sending these questions we feel it is of 
paramount importance for those in this line of 
business to know. Now, we are asking that all 
who are in this brar.ch of work to send in their

opinions on this subject. Remember, we are never 
too old to learn. Let us consider these problems 
as one family group in discussing the nature and 
method about this subject. After all we may soon 
find out how much we have to learn.

In America at the present time there are now 
a considerable number of ants of different vari- 
eties. During favorable conditions these ants may 
inhabit dwelling houses, apartment buildings, 
stores and business offices, constructing their 
nests and breeding continuously in the woodwork 
and foundations, or in furniture and feeding on 
food materials which they find about kitchens, 
pantries and wherever food is found. Then there 
is the other variety of ants that nests in gardens, 
lawns and under walks. Occasionally these ants 
enter the home either in search of food or as acci- 
dental guests. The habits and life history of these 
various ants are much alike and very interesting. 


By studying their habits we are forced to admit 
that we can learn many important lessons of life. 
As the wise man sayeth, “Go to the ant, thou 
sluggard, consider her ways and be wise. Which 
having no guide, overseer or ruler, provideth her 
meat in the summer and gathereth her food in 
the harvest.”” Of all insects the red ant perhaps 
is the most troublesome and a nuisance to the 
housewife. One of the most efficient remedies 
where it can be safely used is a poisoned syrup. 
The purpose of this bait is that the ants will col- 
lect it and convey it to their nests so that not only 
the ants that collect the syrup are ultimately 
killed, but the inmates of the nests feeding on it 
also succumb.

Fleas and Typhus 


It seems that the suspicion that the flea may be one means of typhus trans- 
mission is justified. Four scientists of the United States Public Health Service, 
two of them physicians, appear to have proved definitely that typhus fever 
may be transmitted from person to person by the rat flea. In any case, a rat is 
not a very sanitary neighbor, and moreover it is a heavy expense. It is much 
less expensive to rat-proof houses, even old houses, than to tolerate rats on

It is claimed that the fish hospital run by James Palmer, of the Walker 
House Hotel Aquarium, at Toronto, Canada, is the only one of its kind in the 
world. Patients are brought to it from all parts of the United States and Can- 
ada, and they suffer from many ailments common to fish and human beings, 
such as consumption and eye troubles. The most common fish ailment, how- 
ever, that of fungus, is not known to humans. In the hospital each patient has 
a tank by itself with a record-chart hanging over it. Operations of many kinds 
are performed on the fish, and dieting plays an important part in the treat- 
ments. The invalids are fed on dried shrimp, calves’ liver, whole-wheat bread, 
beef, codfish, and eggs. One fish which baffled the doctor for a while was sub- 
mitted to the X-ray, and a stone was shown to be lodged in its stomach. This 
was promptly removed, and the invalid recovered at once.

The Coming Crisis 


There is said to be an international armament 
ring, having arms factories in various countries, 
which stirs up suspicion between countries, and 
seems strong enough to sidetrack any movement 
to reduce armament.

New Method of Executing Slayers 


In Carson City, Nevada, there is now in use a new method of executing 
prisoners with hydrocyanic acid gas. This gas is perfumed with almond blos- 
soms and is a more human way of executing prisoners than by electricity. This 
shows how fatal this gas is and how careful one must be in the use of it. Too 
many precautions cannot be taken.

A young French woman has invented a mosquito trap which has been 
widely acclaimed in her country. It is economical, it is portable, and it is effec- 
tive. It consists of a funnel, with an electric light protruding from the top, a 
small dynamo at the small end, and a fan which causes a strong current of air 
to descend the tube. The mosquitoes are lured by the light, sucked down into 
the tube by the fan, and killed by a heat blast which hits them at the bottom. 
At a recent demonstration of this apparatus, it was estimated that some 
3,400,000 of the little pests were killed in less than an hour.

A food inspector at Baltimore recently noticed a grayish substance on cab- 
bage that was being offered for sale. A laboratory examination revealed that 
it was arsenic, and in sufficient quantities to cause severe illness or even death 
to those who might eat it. Further sale of that lot of cabbage was immediately 
stopped. 

This was a case of carelessness on the part of the grower in spraying or 
dusting the cabbage with poison to destroy pests. Perhaps he expected rains to 
wash off the poison, and no rain came. It is possible the cabbage would have 
been washed before it was served. 

With the recommendation to use raw green leaf vegetables, it is also well 
to remember to wash them. The use of insecticides and fertilizers, the handling 
and the exposure to dust and dirt in marketing, make it not only advisable but 
important to see that such foods are well washed before using. 
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How Broad is the Field? 


The head of a concern engaged in the fumigat- 
ing and exterminating business recently com- 
plained bitterly of competition. Questioning re- 
vealed the fact that his company and a rival con- 
cern had engaged in a fight for contracts on a 
group of buildings; that each had submitted a 
proposal at prices absurdly low, and the business 
had gone to the rival. There is scarcely an exter- 
minator in the country who is not right now mak- 
ing complaints similar to those made by this man; 
all of us seem to have slipped into this same rut. 
We seem to feel that the business we now have 
on our books is all that is available, and we are 
simply fighting among ourselves for these few 
established contracts. 


Yet there is no line of business in America that 
presents a broader field for expansion and growth 
than that of controling and preventing the dam- 
age caused by harmful insects and rodents. This 
is one line of activity in which the surface of fu- 
ture possibilities has barely been scratched. 


An American entomologist has said that the 
most serious conflict in which humanity has ever 
engaged is that between man and the insects for 
world mastery, and he expressed grave doubt as 
to the final outcome. Another American has writ- 
ten the following: 


“When the moon shall have faded from the 
sky and the sun shall shine at noonday a dull 
cherry-red; and the seas shall be frozen over, 
and the ice cap shall have crept downward to 
the Equator from either Pole. And no keel 
shall cut the water, nor wheel turn in mills; 
when all cities shall long have been dead and 
crumbled into dust, and all life shall be on the 
very last verge of extinction on this globe; 
then, on a bit of lichen, growing on the bald 
rocks beside the eternal snows of Panama, 
shall be seated a tiny insect, preening its 
antennae in the glow of the worn-out sun,

representing the sole survival of animal on 
the earth—a melancholy bug.” 


These predictions of final victory for the insects 
in their struggle with man for control of the earth 
are far too gloomy, and while we do not endorse 
them, they do give us food for serious thought. 


Man has succeeded in conquering the wilder- 
ness, the jungle and the desert. He has driven 
out and exterminated wild beasts, deadly reptiles 
and savage men. He has done this without the aid 
of science; the gun, the axe and the plow were 
his implements. On the other hand man has not 
succeeded, and probably will never succeed, in 
ridding a single county in the United States of 
clothes moth. Yet in the fight against the clothes 
moth he has used all his resources; powerful in- 
secticides, poison gases, moth-proofing com- 
pounds, cold storage, heat—every aid that science 
has been able to invent. The clothes moth is only 
an example; it is estimated that some 400,000 
species of insects have been identified and named; 
of these some 10,000 are classed as harmful. 
Against these vast armies of destructive insects 
man has waged continual battle throughout the 
ages; science has turned against them its most 
effective weapons, yet man has barely held his 
own against them. Insects continue to destroy 
growing crops, stored products, clothing, furni- 
ture, food, and many other products. They con- 
tinue to rob us of our sleep, comfort and peace of 
mind. They kill and damage live stock, and even 
destroy the life of man, himself. 


The failure of man’s efforts to exterminate 
harmful insects can be better understood when 
we study the reproductive habits of some of these 
pests. The common house fly for instance: The 
femaie fly begins laying eggs in the early spring 
in most parts of the United States. Her eggs 
usually number about 120. The eggs hatch in 
about two weeks, and ten days later the females 
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of the new generation are fully matured and lay 
their eggs. Generation follows generation until 
late fall. By that time the progeny of the first 
female fly has reached a total of 5,600,000,000 
flies. Another striking example is to be found in 
the termite, or white ant. The queen termite, dur- 
ing the breeding season, produces eggs at the rate 
of one per second, 60 per minute, 3,600 per hour, 
or about 80,000 per day. 


It is said that Alexander the Great, when he 
had conauered Persia, wept because there were no 


more worlds to conquer. We now know that he 


had conquered only a very small part of the world, 
that if he had only known it, there were many 
more worlds against which he could have marched. 
The exterminator is much like that. While he is 
grieving over the loss of a small contract, he is 
overlooking the broader field which is as yet un- 
touched. 


An appropriate New Year’s resolution for each 
of us would be: Resolved, that during 1933 I will 
study my business and try to realize its full pos- 
sibilities, and will make every practical effort to 
push it out into broader fields.

What Are Termites? 


Insects most nearly related to the cockroaches, 
are indigenous in all parts of the United States 
except one or two states. Many hundreds of 
species, but two main divisions into SUBTER- 
RANEAN and DRY WOOD Termites. The latter 
occur only along the southern coastal fringe and 
while they are destructive it is the Subterranean 
type that causes most of the extensive and costly 
sorts of buildings 


damage to homes and all 


throughout the country. 


The most common species are found working in 
the interior of a timber or along the underside of 
a log that has been lying for some time in contact 
with termite infested ground, presents at first 
glance the appearance of a mass of rather large 
maggots. individual

der a glass the round head is seen to be eyeless 
and provided in front with a hard, horny pair of 
nippers. They are quite active, scurrying about 
in the search for their burrows or for crevices in 
which they can get away from the light and be 
sure of refuge from their inveterate enemies, the 
ants. 


Once, or sometimes twice, a year a swarm of 
termites will emerge from a small opening made 
in some part of their workings, which may occur 
inside of a house. The swarming creatures are 
sexed adults that have grown a pair of wings and 
eyes for the nuptial flight. The bodies have be- 
come dark and these are generally mistaken for 
flying black ants. The handiest way to distinguish 
them is from the body form which is straight- 
lined of almost the same width for its entire 
length and does not have the extremely narrowed 
waist of the ant. 


After a few hours of flight, the successfully 
mated pairs shed the wings and creep into some 
crevice to make their way down into the ground 
again to form a new colony for which the fertile 
female will lay about 50,000 to 80,000 eggs daily. 
She is called the queen, but being quite immobile, 
with greatly distended body, her activities are 
probably solely reproductive. The executive and 
directive powers that evidently govern a colony 
are perhaps vested in the soldier caste, some of 
whom will be found scattered amongst the groups 
of workers.
